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Introduction 


Background 


The Machine Readable Archives (MRA) is a Division of 
the Archives Branch of the Public Archives of Canada. The 
Division is responsible for the collection, preservation and 
servicing of machine readable (computer) records of 
historical value produced by the federal government and 
those of national significance created in the private sector. 
The focus of the MRA acquisition program since the 
Division’s establishment in 1973 has been the records 
created in the public sector. In 1976 the Records 
Management Branch undertook an inventory of machine 
readable records in the federal government. Since then the 
MRA staff, in conjunction with Records Management 
Branch personnel, have developed and implemented a 
records scheduling program for machine readable records. 
The scheduling program will ensure the preservation of 
historically valuable records produced by federal govern- 
ment departments and agencies. 

The MRA has collected machine readable records from 
federal departments and agencies, royal commissions and 
inquiries, as well as the private sector. The wide variety of 
data collected in these areas is reflected in the Catalogue of 
Holdings. The computer is used to process all types of 
information and the records produced by the federal 
government are therefore as varied as the departments 
themselves. Many of the files described in the publication 
are surveys and time series. As the scheduling program is 
fully implemented the types of records acquired by the 
Division will be more varied. 

The MRA’s holdings contain data on many subjects: 
crime, immigration, agriculture, economics, language use 
and training, recreation, drug use and environmental 
conditions. Some of the economic data dates back to the 
1940’s. The earliest survey data were collected in the 
1960’s for the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and 
Biculturalism. 


Restrictions on Access 


Restrictions on access to the machine readable data files 
described in the Catalogue are included in each entry. 
Several types of restrictions have been placed on access to 
the machine readable files by the transferring department, 
agency or donor. The types of restrictions are listed below: 


1. Restrictions: None 
Available to all researchers. 

2. Restrictions: Permission of the originator 
Only the originator can give permission to release the 
machine readable file. Anyone interested in such a 
file should contact the Documentation and Public 


Service Section, MRA, for information. The MRA 
will contact the department, agency or donor. 

3. Restrictions: Restricted until (specified date) 
These access restrictions have been negotiated with 
the transferring department, agency or principal 
investigators and apply as stated. 


Services 


The Machine Readable Archives provides the following 
services for researchers: 


1. a copy of the machine readable data file and its 
supporting documentation; 

2. an extract of a machine readable data file; 

3. limited statistical analysis upon special request. 


The charges for these services are based on machine time 
and the cost of the tapes used. Any of the files described in 
the Catalogue that are available to researchers can be 
ordered by indicating the MRA control number and the title 
of the machine readable data file.
